te rrib ly m angled, devoid of life and in a rough 
box.

w h en 
h e arrived th ere 
received orders to 
proceed a t once to Paige C ity w ith h is gang of 
m en. 
A fter arriving at th a t place h e h ad no 
definite idea of w h at w ork was to bs done. 
He 
determ ined to take th e ne xt tra in for W arrens- 
burg, th e nearest sta tion ¿v w h ich th ere w as a 
telegraph office, and 
ob tain furth e r orders. 
A bout 11 o’clock a freigh t tra in cam e along 
a t a ra te of a b out fifteen m iles an 
h our. 
Rooney a tte m p te d to board th e front p latform 
of th e 
caboose. 
He slipped under th e car, 
both legs being c ut off close to th e body and 
h is h ead and righ t arm 
m ash ed to a jelly.

m en wh om Rooney h ad ch arge of h astily con­ 
struc te d a rude box of pine boards and placed 
h is m angled rem ains in it. 
U ndertaker W elden 
was notified of th e accident and was at th e depot 
a t 8 :3 0 p. m. w h en th e M issouri Pacific tra in 
bearing th e body arrived and conveyed th em to 
R ooney’s form er h ome. 
A wife and a 12-year-old daugh ter survive. 
Mrs. Rooney h as been seriously ill for th e past 
tew weeks, b ut w as im proving rapidly. 
W h en 
th e new s of h er h usb and’s death reach ed h er, 
sh e w as p rostrated, and is now lying In a p re­ 
carious condition. 
R ooney h ad lived in th is 
city for th e p ast tw elve years, and w» as w ell 
know n as a sober, industrious, up righ t m an. He 
was a t one tim e a p rom inent bridge contractor. 
Ha w as 64 years of age. 
T h e funeral services w ill be h eld to-m orrow 
m orning a t lO o'cloek. 
W illiam Hale, wh o resided a t 1108 B altim ore 
avenue, aud wh o was a baggagem an on th e K an­ 
sas City, St. Joseph & Council Bluffs railw ay, 
was run over and killed near Biglow, a sm all 
station tw o m iles beyond St. Joseph , yesterday 
evening. 
He was form erly a conductor, and 
was well know n in th is city. 
He w as unm a r­ 
ried, b ut w as engaged to a young lady in th is 
city.

The range-men of the northwest and south­ 
west have been suffering from many severe 
trials the last few y ears. 
The causes which 
have brought about these hardships have been 
many , and among the principal ones are tho 
following: 
1. Badly overstocked ranges’ 
2. Heavy losses caused by ex cessively cold 
winters and severe drouths.

'.i. Railway and general labor strikes. 
4. The general depression of trades and in­ 
dustries all over the country . 
5. Quarantines by all the northern sections 
baused by the quack horse and cow doctors 
sty ling themselves veterinary surgeons.

In 1879 and in 1880 single ex port buy ­ 
ers were shipping from 2,000 to 4,000 cattle 
every week.

8. The railroads running east from Chicago 
have increased their rate 40 per cent on live 
cattle and 50 per cent on dressed beef, making 
it cost the producer from $1.35 to $1.50 per 
head.

now turned them into this “ Trust” company , 
where they can draw big salaries for try ing to 
induce other cattlemen to join the great scheme 
by turning over their herds aud taking “ Trust” 
certificates at 25 per cent of their so-called par 
value in pay ment therefor. 
This great “ Trust” company is going to revo­ 
lutionize the cattle trade of the country and re­ 
lieve cattlemen of all their troubles and cause 
cattle to again sell as high as they did in 1882 
and 1883.

My Deaii Slit:—When I received the ex treme­ 
ly cordial and gratify ing invitation from the 
citizens of St. Louis, tendered by a number of 
her representative men to visit that city dur­ 
ing tho national encampment of the Grand 
_,rmy of the Republic, 1 had been contempla­ 
ting for some time on acceptance of an invita­ 
tion from that organization to the same effect 
and had considered the pleasure, which it would 
afford me If it should be possible to meet not 
only members of the grand army , but the people 
of St. Louis and other cities in the west which 
the 
occasion 
would 
give 
me the oppor­ 
tunity 
to 
visit. 
The 
ex actions 
of 
ray 
public 
duties 
I 
felt 
to be so uncertain, 
however, t hat, when first confronted by the 
delegation of which y ou were the head I ex ­ 
pected to do no more at that time than to prom­ 
ise consideration of the double invitation ten­ 
dered me and to ex press tie pleasure it would 
give me to accept the same thereafter If possi­ 
ble. 
But the cordiality and sincerity of 
y ou 
presentation, reinforced by the heartiness of 
the people who surround y ou, so impressed me 
that I could not resist the feeling which prompt­ 
ed me to assure y ou on the spot that I would be 
with y ou and the Grand Army of the Republic 
at the time designated if nothing happened Iu 
the meantime to absolutely prevent my leaving 
Washington. 
Immediately upon public announcement of 
this conclusion, ex pressions, emanating from 
certain important members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, and increasing in volume aud 
virulence, constrained me to review my accep­ 
tance of these invitations. The ex pressions refer­ 
red to go to the ex tent of declaring that I would be 
an unwelcome guest at the time and place of the 
national encampment. This statement is based, 
as well as I can judge, upon certain official acts 
of mine involving important public interests, 
done under restraints and obligations of my 
oath of office, which do not appear to accord wiih 
the wishos of some of the members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 
I refuse to believe that 
this organization, founded upon patriotic idc-s, 
composed very largely by men entitled to last­ 
ing honor, and consideration, and whose crown­ 
ing glory it should be that they are American 
citizens as well as veteran soldiers, deems it part 
of its misston to compass any object or purpose 
by attempting to intimidate the ex ecutive or 
coerce those charged with making and ex ecut­ 
ing the laws, and y et the ex pressions to which 
I have referred indicate such a prevalence of un­ 
friendly feeling and such menace to the oc­ 
casion 
which 
should 
be 
harmonious, 
peaceful and cordial that they cannot be ignor­ 
ed 
I beg y ou to understand that. I am not con­ 
scious of any act of mine which should make me 
fear to meet the Grand Army of tho Republic, 
or any other assembly of fellow citizens. 
An 
account of my ofiiclal stewardship Is alway s 
ready for presentation to mv country men.

should not be frank If I failed to confess, while 
disclaiming all resentment, that I have been 
hurt by unworthy and wanton attacks upon 
me growing out of this matter and the reckless 
manner in which my actions and motives have 
been misrepresented, both publicly and pri­ 
vately , for which, however, the Grand Army of 
the Republic, as a body , is by no means respon­ 
sible. Threats of personal violence and harm in 
case I undertake the trip in question, which 
scores of misguided, unbalanced men under the 
stimulation of ex cited feeling have made are not 
even considered. Rather than abandon my visit 
to the West and disappoint y our

is quite openly asserted I would be helplessly 
subjected if present ac the encampment; lmt 
I should bear with me there the people’s high­ 
est office, the dignity of which 1 must pro­ 
tect, and I believe that neither the Grand Army 
of the Republic, as an organization, nor any ­ 
thing like a majority of its members would ever 
encourage any scandalous attack upon it. If. 
however, among the membership of this l>ody

encampment, I believe they should be per­ 
mitted to do so unrest rained bv my presence as 
a guest of their organization, or as a guest of the 
hospitable city in which their meeting is held.

P e r u , Ind., J uly 7 .— Yesterday morning 
Dr. North, the phy sician in charge of the Wa­ 
bash, St. Louis «fe Pacific railway hospital here, 
was shot and fatally wounded by J ohn Christian­ 
son whose step-daughter had married the night 
previous against his wishes. 
The man was wild with rage and called to see 
her y esterday morning and began beating her, 
b nt was frightened away by several men coming 
to her rescue. Then he ran into the shed and 
fired two shots. 
Dr. North aud others supposed he had commit­ 
ted suicide, and opened the door, when Christ­ 
ianson fired point blank at North, inflicting a 
fatal wound. 
Intense ex citement prevailed upon the streets 
y esterday afternoon and evening and there was 
free talk of taking Christianson from the jail 
and hanging him. Men drew together in groups 
and the shooting of the doctor and the punish­ 
ment of Christianson form' d the sole topic of 
discussion. This talk finally cry stalized in thor­ 
ough and sy stematic preparation. 
At 12:15 this morning iwenty -two masked 
men appeared at the jail and demanded the key s. 
Tins demand was refused, and the mob broke 
down the large iron doors and in fifteen minutes 
had Christianson in their possession. He was 
taken on a dead run down Broadway to the 
bridge crossing the Wabash river where he was 
twice strung up, the first time without the de­ 
sired result, out the second time his life was ex ­ 
tinguished, the man dy ing at 12:45. The ly nch­ 
ing was witnessed by about 1,000 people. 
Dr. North is a brother-in-law of Dr. J ackson 
of Kansas City , chief surgeon of the Wabash 
railway . He is ly ing In a very critical condition 
with the chances against recovery .

Ton thousand acres can

grass 
aud 
foliage.

The vessel reached the island on April 
5, and twelve day s later the schooner Isabel, 
under charter to the Sitka Mining and Com­ 
mercial Company , arrived with a five-stamp 
mill, a mining crew and supplies for a sea- 
j son.

Many made their 
way to the surrounding country in carriages 
aud carts and on foot, fearing an ex plosion of 
powder In the magazine would occur. This 
feeling was 
perhaps 
most manifest along 
Champlain st reet, right under the great fortress, 
as it was know n that a. great quantity of pow­ 
der was stored therein. When, therefore, sev­ 
eral ex plosions occurred at midnight people held 
their Ureath and sought t he best shelter availa­ 
ble. The crowd on the glacis and on the hill 
leading to the citadel made a terrible rush down 
the hill till they 
got where they supposed 
themselves out of range of the dangerous 
missiles. This alarm subsided somewhat when 
it was found that no damage was caused, and 
the subsequent ex plosions caused little fear. 
The governor general’s aud officer's quarters, 
the stables of the artillery , the hospital and the 
provincial armory , which contains 25,000 stands 
of anus, were uninjured. The loss is estimated 
at $150,000. No insurance,

Tonqmu han been loat, with several million 
people, and Kashgaria has been reconquered.

plains of Kashgaria aud the snowy regions of 
Mongolia and Manchuria tho population is 
sparse, but in the eight central province« of 
China proper—in the fertile, alluvial soils 
—the 
population is deuser and more crowded than in 
any other region of equal ex tent on earth. 
The 
village« there are almost bey ond enumeration, 
and the numlHirs of walled cities incredible to 
those who have not seen them. 
In the two 
Iviang provinces, at the mouth of the Yangtz 
river, with an area of 9 0,000 square miles, the 
population in 187 5 was 7 2,000,000, and there 
were 125 walled cities. 
The census of 187 5 was taken when the rich­ 
est portions of these two provinces had been 
devastated and depopulated by the Taiping re­ 
bellion. 
Since that time there has been a great 
inpouring of people from other regions of tho 
the empire, especially from those districts 
where the famine of lh7 8 prevailed. 
The 
natural increase of population has also been 
very great, and it would be safe to way that 
these 9 0 ,0 0 0 square miles have now more than 
80,000,000 people.

With more vivacity than Helen sha 
was as fascinating, as love-inspiring. 
She had 
every virtue but one, and even Socrates forgave 
her the want of that one. 
The Greek ideal of 
beauty and mind matching each other—“ In a 
fair body a fair soul must dwell,” say s Socrates 
had its fullest ex pression in Aspasia, the be­ 
loved of Pericles himself the culmination of 
the most beautiful and the most honorable 
national 
ideal. 
She was his 
teacher 
in 
eloquenco, 
and 
perfected 
his 
gift 
of 
verbal 
beauty . 
To 
her, 
indeed, it wae 
said was really due that famous oration which 
he pronounced in honor of those who fell in the 
Samian war, as well as other ex amples of thas 
eloquence which “ flashing and thundering like 
Oly mpian Zens, f-hook all Hellas. ’’ For her ho 
broke all other ties, and repudiated his wife 
that he might be faithful only to her. 
For her, 
this man, who ruled the noblest nation of the 
time, bore meekly the sarcasms of the comic 
poets, and humbled himself to the people when 
she was accused of impiety —pleading her cause 
with pray ers and tears, and winning her pardoji 
by the very agonv of his love. 
For her he lived 
—for her and Atliens, of which she was as the 
human sy mbol. 
She was his life, his love, his 
soul, his glory . 
She gave him the best of her 
superb intelligence, and helped him to be the 
man he was. 
She was the friend of Socrates, to 
whom also she taught the magic of her elo­ 
quence, as she tanglit it to Alcibiades; aud her 
influence over such men as these, who loved 
and honored her, of itself proves her nobility of 
nature.

She was learned in the arts* of the 
times, and wrote on the science of cosmetics—' 
her two volumes unhappily burned in the Aiex - 
andian library . 
It is not difficult to picture her 
half sitting, llalf reclining in tho shaded side of 
the court, whore the fountain splashes and th« 
roses bloom ;wht re the deft and graceful Ly dian 
girl fans her with a Phocian fan, and the tamo 
thrush sings from the laurel boughs, which are 
its home: aud where the peacock, about which 
so much slander has gone forth, suns itself 
on the wall, brought from its own artificial 
little island to delight her with its beauty . 
Grouped about are Socrates and his friends,

Pericles looks at her, 
his ey es full of a man’s deepest passion; and 
Alcibiades, too y oung y et to be a dangerous 
rival, sits near her indulging iu dreams which 
make him a willing one.

The Pacific railw ay com m ission arriv ed 
in this city last ev ening from Leavenworth, 
Kas., and are in session at the Coates house. 
At 
the m eeting held yesterday sensational te sti­ 
mony was adduced, 
A docum ent had been obtained which had 
been found among General John C. Frem ont's 
p ap ers, which went to his assignee in bankrup t­ 
cy and which was made to him and H allett by 
General J. C. Stone and Thomas Ewing, jr. Af­ 
ter much trouble General Stone was found by 
the sergeant-at-arm s at the home of his son on 
the Leavenw orth turnp ike, about six miles west 
of Lawrence.

He Comes to Kansas City to Study Engin­ 
eering—An Oriental Univ ersity . 
E v e ry th in g a n d ev erybody com es to K an - 
eas City, so it is not surp rising that the Ja p a­ 
nese governm ent sent one of its young subjects 
here to become p roficient in civil engineering. 
* Y. Nakajima, the young man in question, is 
ap p arently not 
far 
from 21 years of age, 
although T he S ta r is unable to state the exact 
num ber of sum m ers he has exp erienced by rea­ 
son of his extrem e reticence on that top ic. He 
is quite good-looking, wears glasses and clot h ­ 
ing of American make, and is very intelligent. 
Mr. Nakajima is a p resent a p up il of J. A. L 
Waddel, tho well known civil engineer, who 
sp ent four years as instructor in civil engineer­ 
ing in the Im p erial U niv ersity of 
Jap an, at 
Tokio. The two became acquainted in Tokio, 
and the young Jap anese, having resolved to 
adop t civil engineering as a p rofession, was in ­ 
duced to come to Kansas City to continue his 
p ractice. His exp enses are p aid by the Jap an­ 
ese government, w'hich, by the way, is very in­ 
dulgent toward its young men who adop t p ro­ 
fessions. In a few days Nakajima w ill go to 
M inneap olis, 
thence to the, east, where his 
studies will continue under various leading 
civil 
engineer."’. 
Next 
year lie will go to 
Europ e to p rosecute his inquiries in 
the 
great scientific centers. At the exp iration of 
three years he exp ects to finish his p relim i­ 
nary work, and will then return to the land of 
his birth and p roceed to astonish the natives. 
From the young Jap a Stak rep resentativ e 
gleaned somo interesting data concerning tho 
great U niv ersity of Jap an. Tho p rim e objects 
of the great institution are the teaching of such 
arts aud sciences as are required for the p u r­ 
p oses of the state and the p rosecution of orig­ 
inal inv estigation in such arts aud sciences. 
The univ ersity is under tho control of the 
m inister of state for education, and dep ends 
for its revenue on annual allowances from the 
treasury of the Im p erial government. It com­ 
p rises a college of engineers and college of the 
law. medicine, literature and science. The col­ 
lege of law is divided into two sections, law and 
p olitics. 
The officers of the univ ersity consist 
of a p resident, eight counsellors, two secreta­ 
ries, a librarian, a curator of the botanic garden 
—the p resent incum bent is a gradual of Cornell 
univ ersity—two sup erintendents of dorm itories 
and an adm inistrativ e officer of the hosp ital of 
the college of medicine. The entire establish­ 
m ent is situated in the m idst of extensive 
grounds, which are being magnificently em bel­ 
lished. 
The academic year of the great in stitutio n of 
learning begins on the lltli of Sep tem ber and 
ends on the 10th of June. It is divided into 
three term s, and eleven w eeks'v acation Is p er­ 
m itted. Students are adm itted to the college of 
the univ ersity at the beginning of each academic 
year. The school system ot Jap an has long been 
noted 
for 
its 
general 
excellence. Scat­ 
tered 
throughout ttie 
country 
are 
m any 
institutions term ed High Middle schools. These 
are designed to p rep are the student for entrance 
to the university. Before being adm itted to 
any first year class at Tokio, ap p licants m ust 
p roduce a certificate of having comp leted the 
regular 
course in 
one of the High schools. 
Failing 
this, 
they 
m ust 
show' 
up on 
exam ination held at the univ ersity, tho same 
degree of p roficiency as those who have com­ 
p leted the High school courso, or of such other 
in stitutio n as the m inister of state for educa­ 
tion shall have recognized as furnishing an 
equiv alent course of instruction. 
Candidates 
for adm ission to the second or th ird year classes 
—or fourth year class in the college of medicine 
—are first exam ined in the subjects necessary 
for adinissiou to a first year class, and after­ 
wards up on the subjects p ursued by the ciass 
which they p rop ose to enter, in order to deter­ 
mine whether they shall be adm itted or not. 
The general average of the student for each 
academic year is determ ined by dividing the 
sum of the year m arks in ail the subjects by tho 
num ber of subjects. 
So much for the rules of Tokio university. At 
p resent there are 400 students in the univ ersity 
p rop er, wiiile 800 are in the p rep aratory schools 
striv ing to reach tho p oint necessary to enable 
them to enter. Tr.e average American student 
will be interested to know th at five years m ust 
be sp ent in the p rep aratory schools. This p uts 
the p rep aratory on a p ar with the American col­ 
lege. By the tim e the Jap s fiuish the univ ersity 
they are sup p osed to know all th a t they can 
learn from books, and are fit to cojje w ith the 
world and its exp eriences. 
Mr. Nakajima, who sp eaks English fluently, 
said quite a num ber of American and other for­ 
eign p rofessors were engaged at the univ ersity, 
th eir salaries ranging irom $350 to $500 p er 
month. Tiiey are better p aid than the home 
p roduct. American talent is held at a high 
ligu e in Tokio.

Cioss-p A bout th e 1 ngineer ol th e R e ce n t 
Panic. 
Ja)' Gould, whose name is in 
everybony’s 
mouth, recently returned from an ocean voyage 
011 his yacht, says a letter to tho Philadelp hia 
Press. Before the p anic he is rep orted to have 
said that he should p robably take several more 
sea voyages this summer. 
His son, 
George 
Gould, once said: 
"Ten years ago father would 
p robably have laugl*>d if anyone had told him 
that he would ever be interested in yachting. 
Ho had crossed the Atlantic once or twice, and 
on each trip had suffered exceedingly from sea­ 
sickness. 
On his first voyage he was confined 
to his berth from Sandy Hook to Cork. 
He 
would not have believed that he could accus­ 
tom himself to the sea as well as to make yacht­ 
ing tolerable, not to say enjoyable; but lie was 
ono day p ersuaded to take a short trip with a 
friend, aud he found that his system endured 
the strain of the waves p erfectly, and he came 
back much refreshed. 
He was seized with a 
great fever for yachting, and at once made out 
the commission for the building of the mag­ 
nificent Ataianta.” 
He lives on board the yacht as he would if he 
were at home, with the excep tion that he has no 
telep hone to annoy him with demands up on his 
attention in his business office. 
He is not by 
nature what is generally known as a high liver. 
He rises for breakfast at eight bells, or what 
would be 8 o'clock 011 shore. 
It is invariably a 
p lain meal, including fresh fruit and bread, a 
light p ortion of meat, and coffee.

If Mr. Gould had only his own tastes to p ro­ 
vide for, according to his son, the Ataianta 
would never have any wines or liquors on 
board, excep t what might bo included in the 
medicine chest, neither would there be a cigar. 
Consideration for his guests and members of 
of his family who indulge in these luxuries 
leads to die stocking of the refrigerator with 
wines and liquors of the best vintage, but Mr. 
Gould himself does not touch them. 
It is not 
because I10 is a temp erance man on p rincip le, 
but because he does not like them. 
He tried to 
learn to smoke once, 011 a p hysician's advice, 
but gave it up after three cigarettes. 
He is 
fond of music, and the evenings aboard the 
yacht are devoted largely to musical entertain­ 
ments 
iu the dining room. 
This is large 
enough to accommodate thirty-two p ersons 
comfortably at the tables, .and is readily trans­ 
formed into a p arlor by folding the tables to­ 
gether. 
In one end of the saloon is a p iano, 
built exp ressly for his yacht. 
Mr. Gould him­ 
self 
does , not 
p erform 
in 
any branch 
of music, bnt he is a good listener. This ap p lies 
also to his conversation. Although he is a flu­ 
ent and interesting talker, he is surp assed by 
none in the symp athetic attention which he 
gives toother p eop le’s utterances. 
He never ceases to take p leasure in the sub­ 
ject of his boat. 
When it was built he made an 
exp ress demand up on the builders that every 
feature in it should conduce to the highest p os­ 
sible sp eed, and the cabins and state-rooms are, 
therefore, less p alatial in size than might be ex­ 
p ected in the p leasure-boat of a raoue3T-kiug. 
That the boat has p leased him in resp ect to 
sp eed is p roven by the fact that he still owns 
her, and when lie'is on a cruise hardly a day 
p asses that he does not make inquiries as to tho 
rate of p rogress, how many knots they have 
made during tho last day, how loug it takes the 
ordinary boat to go from such a p ort to such 
another p ort, and whether the Atalantia has 
beaten the record.
